"The sugar .shortage is as critica. 
right now," declared Mr. Dnrnard. "as 
it was at any time during the past two 
weeks, and because of the coming des- 
perate straits I feel that it i.s only right 
that every one get sufficient warning. 
The w a r n i n g is not issued, however, to 
enable people to lay in a supply during 
the next day or two. 
If hoarding is at- 
tempted, it will be stopped effectually 
when the housewives bump up against 
the orders I have issued to the retail 
grocery trade..

Baker will begin at the beginning of 
the work this evening for the benefit 
of the new students. 
He also agrees 
to give help Saturday afternoon to any 
who may have entered late, or who 
need such help. 


Thei-e was one notable exception to 
the students working so long on the 
test problem last evening. 
There was 
one small boy who had seen Di*. Baker 
solve some problems a few days ago, 
and the boy learned enough of the sys- 
tem so that he was able to solve the i 
problem last evening in a half minute 
and with eleven figures, when it took 
those who had not seen any of Dr. 
Baker's method 
fifteen 
to 
solve the 
problem. 
The boy had never seen the 
problem that was given them last night 
until it was given to the entire class. 


Employers were at the class with 
their accountants and clerks, teachers 
were there with their students, 
and 
many of the boys a:nd girls f r o m the 
.seventh and eighth grades and f r o m 
the high school were there. 


The class opens this evening at 7:30.

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CLEARING THE AIR. 


To ''make the Avorld safe for democracy" 
is a fine aiid high purpose, but one that is 
susceptible ; of clcfinition. 
President AVilsoii 
has defined: it. His^ iiTOfisag-e to congress yes- 
terday is a cleeiaration 
the world. It states 
the war aims of the United States and it must 
he assumeil, to stand for what this jiation ex- 
pects its allies to acccpt in principle and in 
fact when comes the time to embody llie fruits 
of the war in the conventions of peace. 


Outstanding in the president's message is 
the firm, resolute and unalterable determina- 
tion to go on with the war. It must be fought 
out to a conclusion that will settle and fix the 
purposes for wliich avc have gone into the 
war. The Prussian jnilitary machine must be 
shattered- 
The German autocracy must be 
jnit down to make Avay for a government the 
world can ireat with and trust. The nations 
must be made free to choose their own courses 
unmolested and unconstrained, so be it that 
they neither offend nor threaten. There must 
be restitution and reparation. There must be 
no revenge, no punishmoit of peoples for the 
sins of their ruthless masters. In short there 
must bc.iieeiirity and justice—such securit}'- 
as the -world must have to require it for the 
hell of the past three years and the hell that 
is yet to come and such justice as shall be 
the hostage for future peace. If war is to be- 
come an extirpated barbarism these must be 
established; 
The president again reiterates 
the distinction betAveen the German autocracy 
and the German people. If the German peo- 
ple can have access to what the president says 
en impression should be made. 
It may be 
cloubted if such an impression can be made. 
But it would be Avell for them if they v/ere 
to get the spirit of that message as it sets 
forth tjie generous, benign and wholly un- 
selfish aims of America in this war. 


In calling upon congress for an immediate 
declaration of war against the Austro-Hun- 
garian empire President AVilson adopts the 
course that it- has been felt for months ought 
to be taken. In the compulsion to fight Ger- 
many there can be made no profitable distinc- 
tion as to Austria. As the president says and 
as all the world understands, Austria is no 
free agent in this war. 
She was forced into 
it, she has been bound to it and she will be 
kept in i t by the strength and bullying of her 
more powerful ally. Any hope of political ad- 
vantage- that may have been thought earlier 
to lie in remaining nominally at peace with 
Austria^ is seen to be a futility. Austria will 
make peace when Germany is compelled to 
make peace and not sooner. There is no ques- 
tioning that this differentiation of our posi- 
tion as respects Germany and Austria was 
well employed to breed in both Russia and 
Italy a grave distrust of our motives and aims 
in the war and that the destruction of the 
Italian morale was due in some measure to 
that. 
German propaganda in Russia has 
played on the same string to effect. The time 
is ripe- to make our declaration 
against 
Austria and, for the matter of that, against 
Bulgaria and Turkey. The entire central al- 
liance is the welded purpose of the Hohen- 
«ollerns and the Prussian war lords. Thej»^ 
must be beaten altogether. 
No hope can be 
had that any means save the force of shat- 
tering blows will detach a single one of Ger- 
nlBuy's allies from her cause and her effort. 
There must, too, be kept in mind that in this 
country «re something like a million and ft 
half of people who ought to be and will be 
clawified aif alien enemies by a deielairatioii of 


ment and institutions have vouchsafed. 
Th 
day of consecration and sacrifice is fully come. 
They must go into this thing to win. 
They 
must give up everything to win. The future 
holds nothing if it do not first contain victory.

Thus Marshal von Hinden- 
burg in Monday's press reports. 


''Our present and immediate task is to win 
the war and nothing shall turn us aside from 
it until it is accomplishe4. Those who desire 
to bring about peace before that purpose is 
achieved, I counsel to carry their advice else- 
where; AVe will not entertain it."' 
In these 
words President Wilson spoke to the American 
congress Tuesday. 


Woodrow Wilson was not 
categorically 
answering Marshal von Hindenburg, but after 
a fashion does answer him—a very effective 
fashion, too. There will be no hesitations or 
delaj^s getting the new army to Europe. 
It 
will go just as soon as it has been made ready 
for sending. 


Already there is more of the American army 
in Europe than Marshal von Hindenburg and 
his imperial master care to have bruited about 
as the common gossip among the German peo- 
ple.- All America is on the other side—soldiers 
from every state in the Union arc on the soil 
o£ France and in training for the work they 
are over there to do. 


That America is not in this bloody business 
to do her most and her best, not in it to de- 
feat the Prussian militaiy machine and make 
victory certain and complete, is the favorite 
delusion of the Prussian 
military leaders. 
They will be disabused of that in good time. 
Another delusion nursed witii equal tender- 
ness is that American soldiers cannot fight, 
will be no match for German veterans and will 
be easily smashed. Settlement as to that can 
be Avell left to the test. 
AVe are not afraid 
of it. 


President Wilson has declared Avhat is reso- 
lutely in the mind of all loyal America. This 
war is just. It must be won. 
There can be 
no talk of peace until the objects of the war 
have been made secure. If Marshal von IHn- 
denburg and the kaiser and junkerdom do not 
believe that, let them have patience for the 
sequel.

You can only inake the 
initial payment of 2 per cent at this 
time—$100 in your case." 


"But I'm worried about keeping all 
this cash." protested the would-be in- 
vestor. 
"I'm always wort-ying about 
it." 


"Why not go over to one of the big 
national banks and get a certificate of 
deposit until the November 
payment 
is due? 
Then you'll be getting inter- 
est on your money until that time." 


"No," said the man 
emphatically, 
shaking his head. 


"W'hy. they're as safe as Gibraltar," 
declared -Mr. Cramer. 


"I'll trust 
the 
government, but 1 
won't trust anybody else," said 
the 
man, 
flatly. 


"Well, 
then," 
said 
Mr. 
Cramer, 
"how about depositing the money in 
the Federal Reserve bank? 
We'll give 
you a cashier's check for it. 
That 
ought to be safe enough." 


"All right," said the man, after con- 
siderable thought. 
"I did want to get 
government bonds riglit away, but I 
suppose the government's own 
banlt 
ought to be safe—for a month, any- 
way." 


Later on, in commenting on the in- 
cident, Mr. Cramer said: 


"This interview showed 
what 
the 
liberty loan is doing for the people. 
It 
is bringing out timid money. 
There 
are millions in 
capital 
lying 
idle— 
tucked away in teapots, under carpets 
and in safety-deposit bo.\es. 
It is doing 
no one any good.

The man who brought the five $1.000 
gold certificates to me was a typical 
case. 
He was an honest, hard-work- 
ing fellow with a foreign .accent. 
It 
probably had taken him many years 
to accumulate that $5,000, but he was 
afraid to let it work for him. 


"Now, however, 
that 
the 
govern- 
ment is offering the 
people 
United 
States bonds on easy terms and net- 
ting a good rale of interest, tliese timid 
holders of capital are 
losing 
their 
timidity. 
This is a great thing for the 
government, but it is a greater tiling 
for the people wlio have been .satis- 
fied that buying liberty bonds is a per- 
fectly safe way to set tlieir funds at 
work advantageously to themselves.

A United States war-savings certifi- 
cate, series of 1918, will be an obli- 
gation of the United States when, and 
only when, one or more United States 
war-savings stamps, 
series 
of 1918, 
shall be affixed thereto. 
Each of such 
certificates will have spaces for twenty 
such stamps, and each of such stamps 
thereto affixed will have a maturity 
value of $5 on January 1, 1923, which 
will accordingly give each such cer- 
tificate, wlien bearing its full com- 
plement of such stamps, a maturity 
value of $100 on said date.

TR.\IXING NEEDED 


(Indianapolis Star.) 


Senator New proposes to exert his 
influence to get congress to act on the 
plan for universal military training. 
The subject of preparedness was gen- 
erally accepted a year ago as of prime 
importance to the nation. 
There was 
widespread sentiment in favor of uni- 
versal trainln. 
Senator Chamberlain 
of Oregon embodied the subject in a 
bill that was in a fair way to be- 
come law. when we became a bellig- 
erent. 
The interest in universal train- 
ing was swallowed up. for the moment, 
by the more pressing demands for im- 
mediate military preparation. 


The war 
has not 
diminished but 
rather has increased the realization 
that we should not permit ourselves 
to be caught again in the condition we 
were. 
Now that work of getting ready 
for the fight with Germany is well un- 
der %vay. it will be well to give atten- 
tion to a settled policy of preparedness 
such as is Involved in the proposal 
for the training of the youth of the 
country. 
Selective draft is all right 
enough in an emergency, but much 
time and money could be saved by a 
system of instruction universally ap- 
plied. 
And, as Senator New says, the 
mere fact of having that degree of pre- 
paredness would be likely to insure us 
against needing to exercise It. 


The senator Is right when he argues 
that unpreparedness will not keep us 
out of war. 
It did not keep us out of 
the present war. 
Preparedness would 
be very likely to insure peace In the 
future. 
No natloiv would be disposed 
to quarrel with us if we had 10,000,000 
young men ready for service on a mo- 
ment's notice.

danger of internal enemies, that I will

"3. 1 will do all in my power to en- 
courage increased production of food 
materials, both anima! and vegetable.

way to make the second and all suc- 
ceeding liberty loans a success. 


"b*. I will practice economy and deny 
myself luxuries so that I may con- 
tribute large sums to the various nec- 
essary war war philanthropies. 


"7. I will help 
to 
stabilize public 
opinion by showing the reasonableness 
and necessity of the government's de- 
mands, and the baselessness of the un- 
founded rumors relating to the war. 


"8. 1 will be a friend and comforter 
to the families of soldiers and minister 
to their needs in every possible way. 


"9. I will try to meet all the varied 
events of the war with patience, calm- 
ness and optimism. 


"10. I will work 
harder and

earnestly so that I may contribute mv

Annual Report of Secretary 
of Treasury Shows Need 
of Country Vast. 


MIGHTY ISSUES OF 
BONDS ARE COMING 


First Year of War Will Show 
Expenditures of Over 
$12,000,000,000. 


. Washington, Dec. 5.—Congress was 
informed by Secretary McAdoo in his 
annual report submitted 
today 
that 
$5,128,208,793 must bo provided 
In 
addition to funds from taxes and bond 
issues alreadj' authorized in order to 
make estimated receipts for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1918 equal dis- 
bursements. 
If this deficit is met by 
a new issue of bonds, the total amount 
of securities to be Issued in the next 
seven' months is estimated at $9,965,- 
433,850. 


Fort the next fiscal year, 
ending 
June SO. 1919, the estimated excess of 
disbursements over receipts is $7,627,- 
973.980. 


Huge war expenses and 
loans 
to 
America's allies at the rate of a hal^f 
billion dollars a month have made 
these 
estimates 
many 
times 
larger 
than any ever presented in a secre- 
tary of the treasury's annual report. 
Of the $12,816,000,000 estimated or- 
dinary expenditures for the year end- 
ing next June 30, $11,527,000,000 is 
for war purposes, and the proportion 
is about the same for the f).<3cal year 
ending in 1918. 


So far the nation has borne 
the 
financial burdens of the war well, say.s 
Secretary McAdoo. owing to healthy 
business conditions, and the valuable 
aid of the established federal reserve 
sj'stem. 
In the future, however, in- 
creasingly greater habits of economy 
must bo developed by individuals and 
business institutions, the secretai-y de- 
clai-es. and "business as usual" can- 
not be adopted as the guiding princi- 
ple of the war. 
People must save and 
invest 
in 
government 
securities 
to 
avoid postponing victory. 


Talks in Billions. 


With this admonition, Mr. McAdoo 
proceeds to cite the enormous figures 
of government receipts and expendi- 
tures whicii are the fruit of war times. 


Total estimated receipts for the cur- 
rent fiscal year are 
$12,580,732,800, 
wiiich, with a balance in the treasury 
last June 30 of $1,060,983,361. makes 
a total of $13.647.716.161. 
Most of 
the receipts, or 
$8,686,000.000, 
arc 
from sale of bonds and war savings 
certiflcate.= ; ordinary receipts are $3,- 
886,000,000, largely from war taxe.s; 
and the Panama canal Income is $7,- 
000.000. 


Ordinary 
disbursements 
are 
esti- 
mated at $12,316.295.223; loans to al- 
lies in the year at $6,115,000,000; pub- 
lic debt disbursements at 
$321.000,- 
000; and Panama canal expenses. $23.- 
593,000; making total estimated dis- 
bursements $1S,775.919,955. 


In order to allow for a balance in 
the general fund of about $500.000.000 
next June 30, congress must authorize 
raising of about $5.640,000.000 addi- 
tional fund-s. This figure, together with 
the 83.666.000.000 of authorized 
but 
unissued liberty bonds, and $663.000.- 
000, estimated receipts from war sav- 
ings. make the $9.909.000.000 which 
Mr. McAdoo believes Americans must 
loan the government between now and 
June 30, 1918. 


For the next fiscal year, 
ending 
June 30, 1919, 
the 
secretary 
esti- 
mated receipts at $5,176.000,000. and 
disbursements at $12.804,034.440. ex- 
clusive of allied loans. 
This makes a 
$7,627,000.000 
excess 
of 
disburse- 
ments. 
If the present rate of loans 
to allies is continued in the 1918-19 
fiscal year, $6,000,000,000 
additional 
would be required. 
Estimated Inter- 
est on bonds to be issued that year 
is $385,000,000, and estimated expense 
of floating the bond Issues $28,000,000. 
Pourtoen Billions in Bonds. 
Thus if the deficit is to be met by 
bonds, $14,040,000,000 worth must be 
floated between July 1, 1918 and June 
30, 1919, in addition to receipts from 
war savings. 


"While these figures represent the 
situation as it appear today," the sec- 
retary says, "it should be borne in 
mind that the exigencies of the fu- 
ture may cause changes, particularly 
with regard to the estimates for the 
war and navT departments." 
The es- 
timates on which the secretary bases 
his figures are made by the various 
government departments. 


The outstanding fact apparent from 
these stupendous figures is that the 
cost of the war to the American peo- 
ple, including allied loans, for the two 
years ending June 30, 1919, will be at 
least $36,000,000,000, 


To the great task facing the coun- 
try, Secretary McAdoo calls the peo- 
ple with these words: 


"What is of superlative Importance 
in the readjustment that must take 
place is that our people shall be im- 
pressed with the necessity of econo- 
mizing in the consumption of articles 
of clothing, food and fuel, and of every 
pther thing which constitutes a drain 
upon the available supplies, materials, 
and resources of the country. Every- 
thing wasted now is little short of 
criminal. 


Not AUre to Eoonomj'. 
"So far as I have been able to ob- 
serve, the American people are not 
sufficiently aroused to the necessity of 
economy and of saving in this really 
serious time, not only in the life of 
America, but of the nations of the 
world. 
Up to the present there has 
been 
a 
relatively 
small 
denial 
of 
pleasures, comforts, and conveniences 
on the part of the average citizen. 
He is drawing upon the general store 
of supplies in the country with al- 
most the 
same freedom as 
before 
America came Into the war. 
This 
cannot continue without serious hurt 
to the nation and to the world. 
The 
great financial operations of the gov- 
ernment cannot bo carried 
forward 
successfiilly unless the people of the 
United States economize in every pos- 
sible direction, save their money and 
lend it to the government.

Secretary McAdoo denounced 
pur- 
chasers of liberty bond:-! who sell their 
bonds when they do not hnperatJvely 
need money. 


"It is by actually lending money to 
the government and not by merely 
l)ronuEing it and shifting the load to 
some one (.-l.se," he said, "that 
tho 
citizen really helps in this great time." 
He added, however, that ho did not 
mea)i to discourage legitimate trad- 
ing in government securities, 


Mr. McAdoo expressed the hope that 
additional funds to be raised during 
tlie balance of the year lie by bond 
i.ssues rather than by taxation, say- 
ing: 


"It is my earnest conviction that the 
general economy of the country should 
be permitted to readjust Itself to the 
new revenue laws before consideration 
should be given to the Imposition of ad- 
ditional ta.\ burdens." 


Of the possibility that Interest rates 
on further liberty botid issues might 
be rai-sed, the secretaiy safd: 


"If a situation sliould develop where 
the governmout could not sell con- | 
vertible and partly tax exempt bonds 
upon a 4 per cent, basi.s.

which it is essential that we should

"F^inancial strength can come alone 
from a consolidation of the financial 
powers 
of 
the

under one 
homogeneous system. It cannot be had 
under the present arrangement. In- 
volving as it does 49 separate bank- 
ing systems or banking controls in the 
United States. 
In the ferderal sys- 
United States. 
In the 
federal 
sys- 
powerful financial organization in the 
country. 
In addition to the federal 
pystem %ve have 48 systems, author- 
ized and administered under the laws 
of each of the states of the union. 
This Is a serious element of weak- 
ness and will be proven so when the 
test of a great responsibility and need 
comes. 
We must be prepared, for a 
larger measure of international de- 
mand upon our resources in the fu- 
ture than ever before in

past. 
Self-interest

Has Hopes of State Banks.

And are there not vast 
and expensive sanitariums

the wealthy repair for relief from all 
the ills that too m u c h flesh-eating is 
parent to? 


•As we, 
editorially 
speaking, 
study 
the substantial vegetable 
dishes 
de- 
sigijed to produce the s a m e a m o u n t of 
nutriment as the meat they 
replace, 
we suspect that the care and skill in- 
volved in their preparation may have 
had something to do with the greater 
popularitj' 
of 
meat, which, 
arriving 
from the butcher's settles cozily into a 
pot and takes care of itself until ready 
for the platter.

Eighty Per Cent of Popula- 
tion Diseased, Says Tu- 
berculosis Society. 


New York, Dec. '4.—"Sixty per cent, 
of those called., to , the 
new. 
United 
States army have been rejected by the 
army doctors for physical unfitness," 
says the National Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Tuberculosis 
in designating December 6th as na- 
tional medical examination day. "Of 
the 1,700 men, women and children re- 
cently given a general examination In 
Framingham,. Mass., 82 per cent were 
found to be suffering from various dis- 
ease conditions. 
Most of these disease 
defects were those which early dis- 
covery and treatment would prevent 
from .becoming a serious trouble or 
cause of early death." 


These facts are urged by the national 
association as reasons for placing great- 
er emphasis 
than 
ever on medical 
examination day. 


The national association, in co-opera- 
tion with other organizations, is ad- 
vocating an annual medical examin- 
ation for every person, sick or well, 
and this date has been set aside as 
one of the feature days of tuberculosis 
week. December 2nd to 9th. 
Anti- 
tuberculosis associations, state and lo- 
cal boards of health, women's clubs 
and other societies are cooperating to 
interest everyone possible in the sub- 
ject of at least one medical examina- 
tion a year, preferably on this special 
day. 
Physicians will make special ar- 
rangements to devote December «th 
to medical examinations, and clinics 
and dispensaries will prepare to re- 
ceive those who cannot afford to pay 
a physician. 


The compulsory examination of 10,- 
000,000 of our citizens for army draft 
purposes has given a new impetus to 
the annual medical examination idea 
and particularly to the anti-tubercu- 
losis phase of the movement. 
For tu- 
bereculosis alone from 1 per cent to 
6 per cent of these men are being re- 
jected, which means a sharp revision 
upwards of the previous estimates of 
the prevalence of the disease. 
On this 
basis at least 200,000 of these men will 
be found to be tuberculous. 
Most of 
these cases, the experts declare, would 
never have developed had the prelimi- 
nary symptoms been discovered and 
treated in time. 
These results, it is 
pointed out, clearly indicate the wis- 
dom of extending the periodic exami- 
nation to all citizens. 


The examination at Framingham is 
an intensive experiment In connection 
with the three year demonstration in 
community tuberculosis control, being 
carried on by the national assciation. 
Among the 1,700 persons 
examined 
there last spring, 71 previously suspec- 
ed cases of tuberculosis were discover- 
ed. 
Of all the 1,377 cases of sickness 
found 84 per cent, were entirely pre- 
ventable when taken in time. The ma- 
jority of these people supposed them- 
selves perfectly well.

A story that the food administration 
is seizing potatoes stored on the farms 
of the growers in New York state and 
in Xew England has gained such cir- 
culation in the newspapers of that part 
of the country that the administration 
caused an investigation of its origiji. 
It was traced from one paper to an- 
other, one copying it from 
another 
without verification, until its ultimate 
source was discovered in a freelance 
i-eporter who had written and sold it, 
his sole basis being a story 
he 
had 
heard in a lodge room. 
He was inter- 
viewed by 
government 
officers 
and 
promised not to repeat the offense. 


The story, which is entirely without 
foundation, is that food administration 
representatives are going about and 
affixing red labels to the buildings in 
which 
the 
farmers 
have 
potatoes 
stori-d and leaving orders that the po- 
tatoes are government property and 
are not to be removed without govern- 
ment 
permission. 
This 
action 
was 
ascribed to a determination on the part 
of the food administration to prevent 
extortionate prices.

showed less than 20,000 members. So, 
despite their noisy boast of adding two 
or three hundred thousand men to 
their pnrty. they have instead- lost a 
third of the few they had.

measure of socialism is its vote on its 
own internal affairs, for there' only 
dues-paying members can register 
their will.

Labor of 200,000 Prison In- 


mates to Help United 


States Win War. 


Special Dispatch from our Washing- 


ton Bureau.) 


Washington, D. C.. Dec. 4.—Plans 


or utilizing in war production work ' 
he labor of some 200,000 persons now 
n prisons, Jails and reformatories are 
being worked out by the ivar bureau 
of the national committee on prisons 
and prison labor, In conjunction with 
officials of the American Federation 
of Labor. 
Inmates of prisons now constitute 


the largest single unit of men not 
productively employed. • It is hoped 
to make these men not merely self- 
sustaining but a positive war asset. 


In some communities it Is planned 


to develop great prison farms where j 
the men may produce foodstuffs. 
, 


Where prison labor cannot be used | 


on farms, an attempt will be made 
to utilize it in other ways that will 
be of direct help. 


One plan is to use prison labor 


in connection with the reclaiming of 
the nation's junk, the importance of 
which has just been emphasized by 
the geological survey. 


This involves a nation-wide organ- 


ization, tor gathering our waste meals, 
papers and rags. 
" Prisons' and workhouses would be 
centers of delivery for all this salvaged 
material. 
It would be sorted and 


graded by the inmates. 
Inventories 


would be filed with the government, 
and the materials sent back into in- 
dustry as needed, upon authorization 
of federal bureaus. 


This system would enable the gov- 


ernment to keep check upon the vol- 
ume of reclaimed materials and to 
regulate the flow of scrap to the 
market. 
It would also furnish these 


institutions %vith new means of em 
ployment and the new sources of rev 
enu'e which can be applied to the bene 
fit of the prisoners.

The general conception the novice baa 


is that in order to be a successful duck 
hunter it is necessary to have a. man-made 
device for calling ducks—or geese. 


This is not the case. Tne successful 


caller always has his "call" with him, and 
it Is nohting more than the human jnouth. 
CalllnR ducks or geese to a*Hock of decoys 
or over a blind is the same as the moose 
hunter that calla a hull moose into the 
water or opening—you gotta "talk" to 'em, 
and that Is what you mouth was put there 
for. 


To talk duck or goose or moose you 


must .educate yourself to their language 
as a baby learns to taik. You must watch 
and listen and study their language and 
they will come to you easily. 


One of the easiest ducks to call find 


"talk to" is the beautiful milliard. Uusing 
your hands as a megaphone you can hai 
him from your hiding place as far as the 
wind will reach. Call loudly to start ivith 
and modulate the voice as the duck nears 


It !s impossible to print the duck Ian 


guage, but It is not impossible to learn it 
The same is true with the goose. The onl\ 
way is to take a chance ot losing a few 
shots once and being a caller for the rest 
of your days. If you are favored with a 
clay's hunting with a man who can call 
ducks and geese you have gone a long way 
toward getting your education.

They desire peace by the over- 


coming of evil, by the defeat once 
for all of the sinister forces that 
interrupt peace and render it im- 
possible and they wish to know 
how closely our thought runs with 
theirs and what action we pro- 
pose. 
They are impatient with 


those who desire peace by any 
sort of compromise—deeply and 
indignantly impatient—but they 
will be equally impatient with us 
if we do not matte it plain to them 
what our objectives are and what 
we are planning for in seeking to 
make conquest of peace by arms. 


Crush Autocracy; Establish Justice. 


I believe that I speak for them 


when I say two things: 


First that this intolerable thing 


of which the masters of Germany 
have shown us the ugly face, this 
menace of combined intrigue and 
force which we now see so clearly 
as the German power, a thing 
without conscience or honor or 
capacity for covenanted peace, 
must be crushed, arid if it be not 
utterly brought to an end, at least 
shut out from the friendly inter- 
course of the nations; and, second, 
that when this thing and its power 
are indeed defeated and tho time 
comes that we can discuss peace— 
when the German people have 
spokesmen whose word we can 
believe and..when those spokes- 
men are ready in the name of 
their people to accept the common 
judgment ot the nations as to what 
shall henceforth be the basis ot 
law and of covenant for the life of 
tho world-^we shall be willing 
and glad to pay the full price for 
peace and pay it ungrudgingly. 
We know what that price will ha. 
It will bs full. Impartial justice- 
Justice done at every point and to 
every nation that the final settle- 
ment must affect, our enemies as 
well as our friends. 


No Vindictive Punishment. 


You catch, with mo, the voices 


of humanity that aro in the air. 
They grow dally more audible, 
more articulate, more persuasive, 
and they come from the hearts of 
men everywhere. They insist that 
the war shall not end In vindictive 
action of any kind; that no nation 
or people shall bo robbed or pun- 
ished because their responsible 
rulers of a single country have 
themselves dono deep and abom- 
inable wrong. It is this thought 
that has been expressed in th« 
formula "no annexations, no con- 
tributions, no punitive indemni- 
ties: Just because this crude 
formula expresses tho Instinctive 
judgment as to right of plain men 
everywhere it has been made dili- 
gent use of by the masters of Ger- 
man intrigue to lead the people of 
Russia astray and tho people of 
every other country their agents 
could reach, in order that a pre- 
mature peace might bo brought 
about before autocracy has been 
taught its final and convincing 
lesson and the people of the world 
put In control ot their own des- 
tinies. 


Make IllRht Use of .Tust Idea. 


But the fact thnt a wrong uss 


has been made of a just Idea Is no 
reason why a right use should not 
bo made of it. 
It ought to bo 


brought under the patronage of 
Its real friends. 
Let it be said 


again that autocracy must be 
shown first the utter futility of 
Its claims to power of leadership 
in the modern world. It is impos- 
sible to apply any standard of Jus- 
tice BO long as such forces are 
unchecked and undefeated as tho 
present masters of Germany corrl- 
mand. Not until that has been 
done can right bo set up as arbiter 
and peacemaker among tho na- 
tions. . But when that has been 
done_HS God willing, it assured- 
ly will be—we shall at last be free 
to do an unprecedented thing and 
this Is the time to avow our pur- 
pose to do It. Wo shall be free 
to base'peace on generosity and 
justice, to the exclusion of all sel- 
fish claims to advantage on th« 
part only of the victors, 


First Task Is to Win. 
Let there be no misunderstand- 


ing. Our present and immediate 
task is to win the war and noth- 
ing shall tarn us aside from it un- 
til it is accomplished. Every 
power and resource we possess, 
•whether of men, ot money or ma- 
terials. 5s telng devoted and will 
continue to b«- devoted to that 
purpose 
until it is achieved. 


Those who desire to bring peaca 
about before that purpose is 


Germany's success by skill, by 


industry, by knowledge, by en- 
terprise we did not grudge or op- 
pose, but admired rather. She had 
built up for herself a real empire 
of trade and influence, secured by 
the peace .of the wjorld. We were 
content to abide, the 
rivalry of 


manufacture, science:.and com- 
merce that were involved for us 
in her success and stand or fall a-s 
we might, if we did not have the 
brains and the initiative to sur- 
pass her. 
But at the moment 


when she had conspicuously won 
her triumphs of peace she threw 
them away to establish in their 
stead what the world will no long- 
er-permit to be established, mili- 
tary and political domination by 
arms to oust where she could not 
excel the rivals she most feared 
and hated. 
Peace Must Bs Deliverance. 


The peace we make must rem- 


edy that wrong.. It must deliver 
the. once fair lands and-happy 
peoples of Belgium and northern 
France from the Prussian con- 
quest and the Prussian menace, 
but it must-also deliver the peo- 
ples of Austria-Hungary, the peo- 
ples ofthe Balkans and the peo- 
ples of Turkey, alike in Europo 
and in Asia, "from the impudent 
and alien domination of the Prus- 
sian - military 
and 
commercial 


autocracy. 
• 
Xo Meddling In. Austria-Hungary. 


We owe - it, however, to our- 


selves to say that we do "not wish 
in any way to impair or to re-ar-. 
range 'tho Austro-Hungarian em- 
pire. 
• • 
• • • 
It is no affair of ours what 


they do with their own life,-cither 
industrially or politically. We do 
not. purpose or :deslre'. to dictate 
to them in any way. We only de- 
sire to see that their affairs are 
left'in their'own hands, in all mat- 
ters, great or • small. We shall 
hope to secure for-the peoples of1 
the Balkan peninsula and for the 
people of the Turkish empire the 
right and opportunity to make 
their own lives safe, their own 
fortunes secure against oppres- 
sion or injustice and from the 
dictation of foreign courts or par- 
ties. 
Mean No Wrong to Germany. 


.And our attitude and purpose 


with regard to Germany herself 
are of a like kind. . We intend no 
wrong against the German em- 
pire, no interference with her in- 
ternal affairs. 
We should deem 


either the one or the other abso- 
lutely unjustiable, absolutely con- 
trary to the principles we have 
professed to live by and hold most 
sacred throughout' our life as a 
nation. 
• 


The'people of Germany are be- 


ing told by the men whom they 
now permit to deceive them and 


"to"-'act as 'their, 'riva'sfors that they 
' ace fighting" for the very life and 


existence of their'empire, a war 
of desperate selfrdefense against 
"deliberate 
aggression. 
Nothing 


could be more' grossly or wantonly 
false, and we must seek by tha 
utmost openness and candor as to 
our real aims to 'convince them 
of its falseness. We aro in fact, 
fighting for 
their- >emancipation 


from fear, along -with our own, 
from tho fear as well as from the 
fact of unjust attack by neigh- 
bors, or rivals, or schemers after 
world empire. No one is threat- 
ening the existence or the inde- 
pendence, or the peaceful enter- 
prise of the German empire. 


Might Bar Them From Ndchborhood 


. The worst that can happen to 


the detriment of the German peo- 
ple is this, that If they should 
still, after the war is over, con- 
tinue to bo obliged to. live under 
ambitious and'intriguing masters 
Interested to disturb the poace of 
the world,- men or classes of men 
whom the other peoples of the 
world could not trust, it might bo

world's peace. That partnership 
must be a partnership of peoples 
not a mere partnership of gov- 
ernments. 
It might -be impos- 


sible, also, in such untoward cir- 
cumstances to admit Germany to 
the 
free 
economic .Intercourse 


which must inevitably spring out 
of tho other partnerships ot a 
real peace. But there would be 
no aggression in that; and auch 
a situation, inevitable because ot 
distrust, would In the very nature 
of things sooner or later cure it- 
self, by processes which would 
assuredly set In. 


Vo Wrong to HlRllt Wrongs. 


Tho wrong:", the 
very deep 


wrongs, committed in . this war, 
will have to be righted. That ot 
course. But they cannot and must 
not be righted by the commission 
of similar wrongs against Ger- 
many, and her allies. The world 
will not permit the commission of 
similar wrongs as a means of re- 
paration and settlement. States- 
men must by this timo'.haye learn- 
ed that the opinion of the world 
Is everywhere wide awake and 
fully comprehends the issues in- 
volved. No representative of any 
self-governed nation will dare dis- 
regard it by attempting any such 
covenants ot selfishness arid com-, 
promise as were entered into at 
the congress of Vienna. 


The thought ot the plain people t 
here and everywhere throughout 
the world, .the people who enjoy 
no privilege and have very simple 
and unsophisticated standards of 
right and wrong.'- is the air all 
governments 
must • henceforth 


breathe if they would live. It is 
in the full disclosing light of the 
thought that alt policies must be 
conceived and executed-. In this 
midday hour of the 'world's life. 


\Vhy Germany ConW Brea* Peace. 


German rnlers have »wei» able 


to npset Oie peace of the world 
only because th« German pewle 
were not snffewl ,ond*r. their 
tutelage to share "the comrade- 


ship of the other pc-oples of the 
world, either in thought or in pur- 
pose 
They were allowed to have 


no opportunity of their own 
which might be set up as a rule 
of 'conduct for those who exer- 
cised authority over them. But. 
'the congress that concludes this 
war will feel the full strength of 
the tides that 
run 
now in the 


hearts and consciences of free 
men even-where. Its conclusions 
will run with those tides. 


Might Have Saveii Russia. 


All these things have been true 


from the very beginning of this 
stupendous .war; end I .cannot 
help thinking that if they h:id 
been made plain at the very out- 
set the sympathy and enthusiasm 
of the Russian people might have 
been once for all enlisted on the 
side of the allies, suspicion and 
distrust swept away and a real 
and lasting union of purpose ef- 
fected. 
Had they believed these 


things at the 
very moment of 


their revolution and 
had they 


been 
confirmed 
in that belief 


since, the sad reverses which 
have recently marked the pro- 
gress of-their affairs towards an 
ordered and stable government 
of free men 
might have been 


avoided. 
• The Russian people have been 
poisoned by the. very same false- 
hoods that have kept the German 
people in the dark and the poison 
has been administered by the very 
same methods. The only possible 
antidote is the truth. It cannot 
be uttered too plainly or too 
often. 


Attitude Is Unchanged. 


From every point of view, there- 


fore, it has seemed to be my duty 
to speak these declarations of pur- 
pose, . to aid these specific inter- 
pretations to .what I .took the lib- 
erty of saying to the senate in 
January. 
Our' entrance into; the 


war has not altered our attitude 
towards the settlement that must 
come when it ia over. When I 
said in January that the nations 
-.of the world were entitled not only 
to free pathways upon the sea but 
also be assured and unmolested 
access to those pathways, I was 
thinking, as I am thinking now, 
not of the smaller and weaker na- 
tions alone which need our coun- 
tenance and support, but also ot 
.the great and powerful nations, 
and of our present enemies as well 
as our present associates in the 
war. I was thinking, and am 
thinking now, of Austria herself, 
among the rest, as well as of Ser- 
bia and of Poland. 


Must Pay the Price. 


-Justice 'and equality of rights 


. can be had only at a great price. 


We are seeking permanent not 
temporary 
foundations for the 


peace of the world and must seek 
them candidly and fearlessly. As 
always, the right will prove to be 
the expedient. 


What shall we do then to push 


this great war of freedom and jus- 
tice to its righteous conclusion? ' 
We must clear away with a thor- 
ough hand all impediments to suc- 
cess and we must make' every ad- 
justment of law that will facilitate 
the full and free use of our whole 
capacity and force as a fighting 
unit. 


Must Make War on Austria. 


. One very embarrassing obstacle 
that stands in our way is that we 
are at war with Germany, but not 
with her allies. I therefore very 
earnestly recommend that the 
congress .immediately declare the 
United States is in a state of war 
with Austria-Hungary.'- Does it 
seem strange 'to' • you that this 
should be conclusion of argument 
I have just addressed to you? It- 
it not. It is in fact the inevitable 
logic of what I have said. Austria- 
Hungary is for the time being not 
her own mistress but sumply the 
vassal of the German government. 
We must face the facts as^hey are 
and act upon them without senti- 
ment in this stern business. The 
government of Austria-Hungary Is 
not acting upon its own initiative 
or in response to the wishes and 
feelings of its own peoples, but as 
the instrument of another nation. 
We must meet its force with our 
own and regard the central pow- 
ers as but one. The war can' bs 
successfully conducted in no other 
way. 


Bulgaria n.nd Turkey Later. 


The sarne logic would lead also 


to a declaration ot war against 
Turkey and Bulgaria: They also 
are the tools of Germany. But 
they are mere tools and do not yet 
stand in the direct path of our 
necessary action. 
Wo shall go 


wherever the necessities of this 
war carry us, but H sonms to mo 
that we should KO only where Im- 
mediate and practical considera- 
tion lead us and not heed any 
others. 
jcgislation for the War. 


The financial and military raosa- 


ures which must be adopted will 
suggest themselves as the war and 
its undertakings develop, but I will 
take tho liberty of proposing to 
you certain other acts ot. legisla- 
tion which seem to be needed for 
the support of the war and for the 
release.ot our whole force and en- , 
ergy. 
It will be necessary to extend In 


certain particulars tho regulations 
of the last session with regard to 
alien enemies: and also necessary 
I believe to create a very definite 
and particular control over the en- 
trance and departure of all persons 
into and from tho United States. 


Tighten Allen Enemy Act; 


Legislation should be enacted ' 


defining as criminal offense every 
violation of the presidential procla- 
mations relating to alien enemies, 
'promulgated under section 4067 of 
the revised statutes and providing 
appropriate 
punishments, 
and 


women as well as men should be 
included under the terms of the 
acts placing restraint upon alien 
enemies. It is likely tnat as time 
goes on. many alien enemies will 
be willing to be fed and housed at 
the expense ot the government in 
the detention camps and it would 
be the purpose of the legislation I 
have suggested to confine offenders 
among them In penitentiaries and 
other similar. Institutions .where 
th'ey could -be made to work as 
other criminals do. 


IAW' Most Ttoach Profiteers. 


Recent experience has convinced 


me that the congress mast go fur- 
ther in authorizing the government 
to set limit ato prices. The law of 
supply arid demand I am sorry to 
say has "been replaced. by the law 
of unrestricted selfishness. 


While 
we 
have 
eliminated 


profiteering in several branches ot 


industry, it still runs impudently 
rampant in others. ' The farmers, 
for example, complain with a great 
deul of justice that, while the regu- 
lation of food prices restricts their 
incomes, no restraints are placed 
upon the prices of most of the 
things they must themselves pur- 
chase: and a similar inequality ob- 
tains on all sides. 


frets Full Vstf of Water Power. 


It is imperatively necessary that 


the consideration of full use of 
the water power of th* country 
and Jilso the consideration of the 
systematic and yet economical de- 
velopment of such natural re- 
sources of the country as are still 
under the control of the federal 
government should be immedi- 
ately resumed and 
affirmatively 


and constructively dealt with at 
the earliest possible moment. The 
pressing nod ot such legislation 
is daily becoming more obvious. 


To Permit Trade Combinations. 


The legislation proposed at the 


last session with regard to regu- 
lated combinations amonp: our ex- 
porters, in order to pro/ide for 
our foreign trade a more effective 
organization and method of con- 
servation ought by all means to 
be completed at this session. 


To Guard Against Waste. 


And 1 heg that the members of 


the house of representatives will 
permit me to express the opinion 
that it will be impossible to deal 
in any way but a very wasteful 
and extravagant fashion with the 
enormous appropriations for the 
public moneys which must con- 
tinue to come if the war is to be 
properly sustained 
unless

former practice of initiating and 
preparing all appropriations to a 
single committee in order that 
responsibility may be centered, 
expenditures
